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Hill  Corrections  Facility 
Drops  Bid  to  Expand

Cornell  Corrections  has  dropped— at 
least  for  now  —  its  bid  to  double  the  in- 
mate population  of  its  prison  work  fur- 
lough facility  on  Indiana  Street. 

"Our  agency  discussed  the  issue  and 
came  to  a  decision  to  put  it  off  until  at 
least  sometime  next  spring,"  said  Cor- 
nell Corrections  Regional  Administrator 
Ralph  Johnson. 

The  private,  Houston-based  company 
had  raised  the  hackles  of  neighbors  on 
lower  Potrero  Hill  last  spring  when  it 
announced  it  would  seek  permission 


from  the  Planning  Department  to  in- 
crease the  Indiana  Street  Facility's  in- 
mate population  from  50  to  96. 

The  bid  was  dropped  in  October  after 
the  scope  of  neighborhood  opposition  be- 
came clear.  During  a  series  of  community 
meetings  held  to  discuss  the  increase, 
Potrero  Hill  residents  were  vocal  in  their 
opposition  to  the  plan. 

Citing  reasons  for  the  postponement, 
Johnson  said  his  company  wanted  more 
time  to  build  a  rapport  with  facility 
neighbors.  "We  wanted  to  get  more  in- 
volved in  the  community,  have  more

Group  Set  to  Counter 
Threat  to  Esprit  Park

Fears  that  a  rare  plot  of  greenery  at 
the  bottom  of  the  east  side  of  Potrero 
Hill  may  be  sold  to  developers  has  spurred 
the  formation  of  "Friends  of  Esprit  Park," 
a  group  dedicated  to  saving  the  park. 

The  property  in  question  is  the  city 
block  on  Minnesota  Street  between  19th 
and  20th  Sts.,  which  the  previous  owners 
of  Esprit  de  Corp.  had  in  1982  developed 


for  use  by  residents  of  Potrero  Hill  and 
the  Third  Street  corridor. 

Previously  occupied  by  light  industrial 
firms,  the  block  was  transformed  into  an 
80,000  square  foot  preserve  designed  in 
"English  Parkland"  style,  containing 
mature  plantings  of  native  trees  and 
shrubs.

My  car  was  stolen  from  the  area  of 
25th  St  and  De  Haro  last  month.  In  the 
process  of  recovery,  we  found  out  from 
the  officer  at  the  Potrero  Station: 

*  There  is  no  longer  a  police  officer 
patrolling  any  of  Potrero  Hill.  There 
has  not  been  a  regular  officer  ori  the 
Hill  for  several  month. 

*  The  Potrero  Station  is  the  most  un- 
derstaffed in  the  city. 

*  The  Potrero  Station  sector  statistics 
of  my  three-block  area  of  the  Hill  shows 
over  20  auto  thefts  in  the  last  three 
months.  Multiply  that  amount  to  all  the 
other  sectors  of  the  Hill  and  the  number 
is  staggering. 

*  Overall  crime  in  the  Potrero  Station 
District,  particularly  the  south  end  of 


the  Hill  and  around  San  Bruno  Ave.  in 
The  Excelsior,  is  increasing  at  an  alarm- 
ing rate. 

When  1  contacted  the  Police  Commis- 
sion to  inquire  how  officers  are  assigned 
to  different  stations,  I  was  told  the 
numbers  were  assigned  by  the  Police 
Chief.  I  encourage  readers  of  The 
Potrero  View  to  call  or  write  the 
Police  Chief  at  850  Bryant  St.,  94103. 
or  telephone  553-1551  and  demand  ade- 
quate staffing  at  the  Potrero  Station. 
Also  that  a  regular  officer  patrol 
Potrero  Hill.

Troubling  Questions  Linger 
On  Public  Housing  Attacks 

The  spotlight  recently  turned  on  the  case  of  a  Laotian  family  in  Potrero  Annex  pub- 
lic housing  who  for  months  were  all  but  ignored  by  the  San  Francisco  Housing  Author- 
ity when  the  family  complained  about  repeated  attacks  of  vandalism  and  intimidation 
—  all  with  the  goal  of  driving  them  out  of  the  Annex.  The  family  was  finally  moved 
by  the  Housing  Authority,  but  a  host  of  troubling  and  unanswered  questions  remain. 

Why  are  complaints  of  violence  and  intimidation  not  dealt  with  immediately?  Even 
if  the  long  range  goal  of  creating  a  safe,  violence-free  environment  in  public  housing 
is  an  uphill  battle,  public  housing  tenants  should  be  able  to  have  their  complaints 
about  violence  and  intimidation  investigated  immediately,  and,  if  necessary,  a  transfer 
accomplished  without  delay. 

This  family  in  the  Annex,  and  other  families  of  Southeast  Asian  background  have  for 
a  number  of  years  been  the  ta:'get  of  racist  attacks  in  public  housing  on  the  Hill  and 
throughout  the  city.  Why  have  the  Housing  Authority,  the  federal  Dept.  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development,  and  city  agencies  such  as  the  Police  Dept.  not  recognized 
that  these  are  hate  crimes  and  must  be  taken  -  and  acted  upon  -  with  the  utmost 
seriousness? 

AU  residents  of  public  housing  deserve  a  safe  place  to  live,  free  from  tiie  "every- 
day" violence  that  constantly  plagues  public  housing,  —  and  free  from  racial  hatred.

Some  250  former  students  of  Daniel  Webster  and  St.  Teresa's  Schools  gathered  at  the 
Verdi  Club  on  Mariposa  Street  on  Nov.  8,  1986  for  a  joint  reunion.  The  second  such 
get-together,  the  brainchild  of  Diane  (Gigante)  Cevolani  (Daniel  Webster  '54).  demon- 
strated, as  one  celebrant  put  it.  "what's  special  about  our  neighborhood  —  we  all 
knew  each  other."  Reunion  participant^  from  as  far  back  as  1925  dined  on  roast  beef 
and  pasta,  but  the  real  special  of  the  day,  said  the  View,  was  "large  slabs  of 
nostalgia  in  generous  portions." 

NEW  POTRERO  POLICE  CAPTAIN: 

New  Potrero  Station  police  captain  Frank  Reed,  who  lived  on  Potrero  Hill  since  he 
entered  St.  Teresa's  School  in  the  fourth  grade,  pleased  with  his  new  assignment, 
said  "This  station  probably  has  the  most  community  support  of  any  other  area."  The 
21-year  police  veteran  felt,  however,  that  to  be  more  effective  the  station  should 
be  moved  to  a  more  central  location  in  the  large  district  that  it  covers.  Such  a  move 
was  supported  by  some  Hill  residents  and  citizens  of  Bayview— Hunters  Point  but 
opposed  by  others,  including  then-Hill  resident  Assemblyman  Art  Agnos. 

RALLY  TO  SAVE  THE  FARM: 

More  than  100  people  jammed  into  the  community  hall  at  "Crossroads  Community." 
more  popularly  called  "The  Farm."  at  Potrero  Avenue  and  then-Army  Street  to 
protest  the  threatened  eviction  of  the  non-profit  organization.  The  multi-purpose 
community  center  with  San  Francisco's  only  urban  farm,  complete  with  goats, 
chickens,  ducks,  rabbits  and  community  gardens,  also  housed  a  bilingual  daycare 
center,  community  hall  with  kitchen,  theater  and  art  gallery.  The  Farm  needed  to 
raise  more  than  $30,000  to  help  in  negotiating  a  new  lease,  and  its  board  of  directors 
voted  unanimously  to  continue  operating  and  fight  eviction. 

ST.  TERESA'S  PARISHIONERS  VIEW  EL  SALVADOR: 

St.  Teresa's  Parish  members  Patty  Griffin  and  Michael  Busk  returned  from  a  six-day 
trip  to  El  Salvador  sponsored  by  the  SHARE  foundation.  They  visited  the  local 
church's  sister  parish  of  San  Francisco  de  Assis  in  Mejicanos,  a  poor  suburb  of  San 
Salvador,  and  brought  back  an  eyewitness  account  of  the  continuing  reign  of  terror 
from  military  death  squads  in  the  area.  The  parishioners  of  San  Francisco  de  Asis 
worked  providing  aid  to  refugees  from  the  war  in  their  country  through  basic  school- 
ing, 8  medical  clinic  and  self-help  programs.  The  government,  said  Busk  and  Griffin, 
felt  threatened  by  this  sort  of  community  organizing  and  targeted  the  Catholic  Church 
and  labor  unions  for  reprisals.

Ronald  Hatter,  an  advocate  for  the 
needs  of  young  people  who  educated  his 
community  on  issues  relating  to  drugs. 
AIDS  and  violence,  died  November  13 
at  the  age  of  56  of  an  aneurysm. 

Hatter  was  respected  for  being  avail- 
able, virtually  around  the  clock  to  help 
young  people  in  trouble.  This  commit- 


ment gave  him  the  opportunity  to  reach 
out  and  change  the  lives  of  many  people. 

At  the  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood 
House,  he  was  active  in  helping  youth 
through  the  center's  many  programs,  in- 
cluding the  Omega  Boys  Club  and  "The 
New  Thang,"  a  program  that  provided 
opportunities  for  young  people  through 
relationships  with  major  corporations. 


Project  Open  Hand  Seeking 
Volunteers  for  Food  Deliveries

Project  Open  Hand,  a  organization 
based  near  Potrero  Hill  that  is  dedicated 
to  providing  healthy  meals  and  groceries 
to  people  with  symptomatic  HIV  and 
AIDS,  is  looking  for  volunteers.  This 
vital  service  offers  anyone  with  a  few 
hours  a  week  many  different  ways  to 
make  a  difference  in  our  community. 

This  program  has  uncomplicated  pre- 
mise: to  provide  one  meal  per  day  to 
its  clients,  all  of  whom  are  HIV  positive 
or  have  AIDS.  The  program  also  operates 
a  food  bank  at  1 1 66  Howard  St.  Delivered 
dinners  are  made  with  the  client's  special 
dietary  needs  in  mind,  such  as  no  salt, 
vegan,  no  dairy,  diabetic  or  bland. 
Sample  meals  for  November  included 
Chicken  Marengo  with  Polenta,  Pasta 
Primavera  with  Turkey,  and  Beef  Stro- 
ganoff  with  Egg  Noodles. 

Kevin  Swanson.  Associate  Director  of 
Communications,  explained  that  a 
variety  of  volunteer  opportunities  are 
available.  If  you  have  a  car,  you  can 
deliver  dinner  to  a  specific  route  one 
day  a  week.  Volunteers  on  these  routes 
work  with  a  partner,  to  avoid  parking 
difficulties.  The  route  takes  about  two 
hours  to  complete  and  the  teams  are 
assigned  the  same  route  every  week, 
which  gives  a  sense  of  continuity  to 
both  the  client  and  the  volunteers. 

Ronda  Bonati,  who,  with  her  partner 
Otis  Phelps  and  alternate  Delores  Munroy, 
works  a  Potrero  Hill  route,  believes  the 
program  not  only  provides  nourishing 
food,  but  a  sense  of  comfort  and  security 
to  the  client.  Because  of  the  way  the 
systerti  works.  Open  Hand  clients  are 


assured  that  they  will  have  contact  with 
someone  who  cares  at  least  once  a  day. 
Bonati  says  that  this  is  a  great  way  to 
help  the  community  in  a  manner  that  is 
adaptable  to  many  schedules. 

Another  Potrero  Hill  route  driver, 
Susan  Goldenstein,  agrees.  Her  route  is 
on  a  Monday,  which  she  says  helps  her 
start  her  week  with  a  positive  attitude. 
It  makes  her  feel  she  has  no  problems 
compared  to  those  she  visits  on  a  weekly 
basis,  Goldenstein  says.  She  has  been 
with  the  program  for  four  years. 

If  you  don't  wish  to  deliver  food,  volun- 
teer shifts  are  available  in  the  kitchen 
at  2720  -  17th  St.,  or  at  the  food  bank  at 
1 1 66  Howard  St.  Shifts  are  available 
mornings,  early  afternoons,  and  evenings. 
The  kitchen  shifts  involve  meal  prepa- 
ration, and  the  food  bank  shifts  involve 
filling  client  food  requests  in  the  ware- 
house. 

Swanson  adds  that  there  are  generally 
enough  volunteers  on  Thanksgiving  Day 
and  Christmas  Day,  but  volunteers  are 
in  shorter  supply  the  rest  of  the  year.

He  was  also  instrumental  in  founding 
the  Multi-Ethnic  Theatre  (MET),  which 
has  been  a  resident  theater  company  at 
the  Nabe,  and  he  was  part  of  a  number 
of  MET  productions. 

In  the  1970s,  Hatter  was  among  those 
who  helped  create  the  city's  first  metha- 
done program,  at  San  Francisco 
General  Hospital.  Subsequently,  he  was 
officially  cited  by  Mayor  Art  Agnos  for 
his  work  fighting  drug  addiction. 

Hatter  was  also  a  leader  in  raising 
awareness  of  the  impart  of  AIDS  in  the 
African-American  community,  and  he 
played  a  key  role  in  securing  the  first 
funding  for  African-Americans  with 
AIDS,  through  the  San  Francisco  Dept. 
of  Public  Health  and  the  Bayview 
Hunters  Point  Foundation. 

Born  in  Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana, 
Hatter  with  his  family  relocated  to 
San  Francisco  and  Hatter  attended 
Lowell  High  School,  and  later  was 
graduated  from  the  University  of  Ore- 
gon. He  was  the  son  of  Potrero  Hill 
Neighborhood  House  Executive  Director 
Enola  D.  MaxweU,  and  of  R.L.  Hatter 
of  Los  Angeles.  He  had  two  sisters, 
Barbara  Dundy  and  Sophenia  Maxwell; 
four  sons,  Daryl,  Edward,  Ernest  and 
James;  two  daughters,  Angela  and 
Renee  and  eight  grandchildren. 

A  memorial  service  was  held  November 
24  at  Glide  Memorial  United  Methodist 
Church,  and  continued  with  a  celebra- 
tion of  Hatter's  life  afterwards  at  the 
Nabe.

occasionally  served  as  a  venue  for  the 
display  of  monumental  sculpture. 

The  current  management  of  Esprit, 
the  clothing  manufacturer,  has  discussed 
the  future  of  the  park  and  its  possible 
sale  but  has  not  made  a  final  decision 
on  the  matter.  "Friends  of  Esprit  Park," 
headed  by  Andrew  Detsch,  who  designed 
the  park,  are  determined  to  prevent  its 
sale  to  developers  and  the  group  has 
requested  that  the  City  acquire  the 
property  through  its  Open  Space  Program. 

San  Francisco's  Open  Space  Program  is 
administered  by  the  Recreation  and  Park 


Department  with  funds  mandated  by 
voters  through  passage  of  Proposition  E 
in  1988.  The  program  revenues  for 
1996-97  are  estimated  to  total  $16  mil- 
lion, of  which  at  least  24  percent  goes  to 
acquisition  and  development. 

Initial  public  hearings  for  the  Friends' 
proposal  have  not  yet  been  scheduled  by 
Rec  and  Park's  Open  Space  Citizens 
Advisory  Committee,  and  the  park 
advocate  group  is  approaching  neighbor- 
hood organizations  to  muster  support  for 
the  park.

Drops  Bid  to  Expand

time  elapse  for  an  open  forum,  so  that 
the  participants  can  be  more  learned 
about  the  program,"  he  said.  "We'd  be 
able  to  field  questions  about  what  happens 
there." 

The  Indiana  Street  Facility  serves  as  a 
halfway  house  for  offenders  convicted 
of  crimes  committed  in  San  Francisco 
county.  Inmates  become  eligible  for  the 
work  furlough  program  in  the  last  90  days 
of  their  sentences.  The  facility  has  been 
on  the  Hill  for  six  years. 

Critics  of  the  program  say  that  neither 
Cornell  nor  the  California  Department  of 
Corrections  —  the  government  agency 
charged  with  overseeing  the  facility  — 
have  lived  up  to  their  commitments  as 
outlined  in  the  facility's  conditional  use 
permit.  These  commitments  include  regu- 
lar reports  on  the  rate  of  recidivism  of 
inmates  completing  the  program  and  on 

ths  facility's  effect  on  neighborhood  crime 

rates. 

"The  Department  of  Corrections  has 
been  jacking  us  around  all  these  years  re- 
garding whether  they  would  ever  give  us 
a  final  report  on  the  rate  of  recidivism, 
for  all  the  people  who  had  gone  through 
the  program,"  said  Hill  resident  Janet 
Carpinelli. 

Carpinelli  is  president  of  the  Indiana 
Street  Facility's  Community  Advisory 
Board,  a  group  made  up  of  community 
members  and  representatives  from  the 
police,  the  Department  of  Corrections, 


and  officials  from  Cornell  Corrections. 
Carpinelli  has  been  on  the  board  since 
its  inception  in  1990,  but  was  made 
president  after  new  elections,  Oct.  16. 
She  replaces  former  president  Lester 
Zeldman  and  is  strongly  opposed  to 
having  the  facility  at  the  bottom  of  the 
HiU. 

Carpinelli,  along  with  other  board 
members  and  concerned  residents  have 
vowed  to  press  the  issue  with  the 
Planning  Department.  They  want  the 
facility's  conditional  use  permit  rescind- 
ed and  the  facility  itself  closed  down.

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Hill  Author,  Teacher,  Tap  Dancer 
Writes  Parents'  P re-School  Guide

"Parents  are  not  only  their  children's 
first  teacher,  they  can  also  be  their  best. 
Almost  every  living  creature  must  be 
nurtured  and  educated  by  one  or  both 
parents.  Observing  most  animals  you 
will  notice  they  teach  by  showing.  You, 
loo,  can  teach  by  example.  How  fortu- 
nate we  are  to  be  able  to  use  language 
also." 

This  is  the  opening  paragraph  of  "Let's 
Begin  on  the  Path  to  School  Readiness, 
a  Parents  Guide  from  Birth  to  Kinder- 
garten" by  Fotrero  Hill  resident  Rose 
Marie  Sicoli-Ostler. 

The  first  five  years  of  a  child's  life 
are  critical  to  future  development,  and 


in  "Let's  Begin,"  Sicoli-Ostler  outlines 
several  simple,  yet  very  important  steps 
that  all  parents  can  take  to  ensure 
their  child  will  be  ready  for  school. 

A  kindergarten  teacher  for  seven 
years  in  the  Jefferson  Elementary  School 
District  in  Daly  City,  Sicoli-Ostler  says 
the  difference  between  those  who  had 
been  stimulated  and  encouraged  to  learn, 
and  those  who  had  been  given  little  or 
no  attention,  was  obvious  within  the 
first  few  weeks  of  school. 

"The  children  who  came  from  homes 
where  the  environment  was  challenging 
and  nurturing  were  not  only  eager  to 
start  school,  but  were  very  ready  to 
learn,"  she  noted.  "Unfortunately,  it  was 
also  very  clear  which  children  had  been 
given  little  or  no  attention,  those  who 
had  not  lieard  much  conversation,  or  had 
not  been  introduced  to  books  and  reading.

At  five  years  old  they  were  already 
lagging  behind." 

The  book  itself  is  short,  well  laid  out, 
and  the  activities  are  described  in  basic, 
easy  to  comprehend  terms.  Sicoli-Ostler 
says  she  deliberately  fashioned  it  that 
way  because  "most  parents  do  not  have 
much  time  to  read  lengthy,  intellectual 
material." 

In  chapters  such  as  "Talk,"  "Read," 
"Language  and  Vocabulary,"  and  "Self- 
Awareness,"  Sicoli-Ostler  demonstrates 
how  everyday  activities  and  occurrences 
can  be  transformed  into  fun  learning  ex- 
periences for  both  you  and  your  child. 

For  example,  she  says,  you  should  begin 
talking  to  your  child  immediately  from 
birth.  "Talk  to  your  baby  just  as  you 
would  an  adult.  Use  the  same  expressions 
when  speaking  to  your  baby  that  you 
would  when  speaking  with  a  friend.  You 
will  marvel  at  the  attention  given  you. 
Soon  your  baby  will  be  communicating 
back  to  you  with  cooing,  movement  and 
facial  expressions." 

The  principles  in  "Let's  Begin"  apply  as 
much  to  parents  who  are  home  with  their 
children  as  they  do  to  working  parents. 
Preparing  them  for  school  does  not  re- 
quire special  talent,  tools  or  expensive 
materials,  rather  a  little  time  each  day 
along  with  love,  care  and  attention. 

Sicoli-Ostler  has  been  a  Potrero  Hill 
resident  since  the  age  of  seven,  attending 
Daniel  Webster  School  and  St.  Teresa's 
Church  as  a  child.  She  is  still  active  at 
St.  Teresa's,  acting  as  a  Eucharistic 
Minister,  as  well  as  bringing  communion 
to  the  sick  and  elderly.  Additionally, 
she  and  husband  Micky  are  members  of 
the  Potrero  Hill  Democratic  Club,  and 
the  Potrero  Hill  Boosters,  where  they 
met  in  1969.  "I  spoke  up  (at  a  Booster's 
meeting)  trying  to  get  a  stop  sign  at  20th 
at  Arkansas,  because  kids  were  drag 
racing  and  we  thought  it  was  terrible," 
she  remembers.  "He  came  up  to  me 
afterwards  and  we  spoke  about  police 
community  relations."  Ten  years  later, 
they  were  married.  "He  was  slow!" 
Sicoli-Ostler  teases. 

Reminiscing  about  the  neighborhood, 
she  recalls  going  to  the  one  room  wooden 
building  on  Connecticut  Street  that 
served  as  the  library.  Now  she  remarks

on  how  much  the  neighborhood  has 
changed.  "It's  becoming  more  upscale. 

It  was  always  kind  of  a  middle  class 
neighborhood  and  1  loved  its  aspect  of 
being  racially  mixed.  But  yet,  it's  still 
a  small  town  community,  and  1  love  that 
aspect." 

Sicoli-Ostler's  other  passion  is  tap 
dancing,  which  she  does  at  two  different 
studios  in  town.  She  even  earned  a  place 
with  the  group  Rosie  Radiator  in  the 

Guinness  Book  of  World  Records.  "We 
had  tapped  six  and  a  half  miles  from 
Ghirardelli  Square  to  Macy's  (downtown). 
It  took  about  two  and  a  half  hours,  non- 
stop." 

Longtime  Hill  residents  may  recall 
that  Sicoli-Ostler  and  husband  Micky 
had  a  hand  in  the  View's  predecessor, 
a  monthly  mimeographed  sheet  called 
"HiUs  and  Dales." 

Response  to  "Let's  Begin"  has  been 
favorable,  with  24  copies  selling  at  the 
recent  San  Francisco  Book  Fair,  with 
orders  for  more  books.  A  timely  holiday

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Hill  Artist's  Unique  Menorah 
On  Display  at  Smithsonian

When  Potrero  Hill  artist  Abrasha  Stasz- 
ewski  was  a  six  year  old  child  in  Holland, 
he  decided  to  make  a  menorah  for 
Hanukah,  the  Jewish  Festival  of  Lights. 
Little  did  he  know  back  in  1954  as  he 
built  his  first  menorah  with  a  piece  of 
wood  and  nine  bottle  caps,  that  42  years 
later,  a  unique  menorah  he  had  designed 
and  crafted  would  be  in  the  prestigious 
Smithsonian  Institution  in  Washington, 
D.C. 

The  son  of  two  Polish  Jews  who  had 
moved  to  Holland  before  World  War  11, 
Staszewski,  v;ho  prefers  to  be  known 
simply  as  Abrasha.  first  came  to  the 
U.S.  in  1977.  Because  he  had  a  friend 
on  Fotrero  Hill,  he  was  frequently  in 
the  neighborhood  nearly  20  years  ago 
and  remembers  it  was  "very  different. 
There  were  only  a  few  stores  on  18th 
Street  in  those  days,  and  that  was  about 
it." 

Abrasha  and  his  wife  Maria,  with  their 
two  young  children,  have  lived  on  the  Hill 
since  1990.  "We  wanted  to  live  in  a  quiet 
neighborhood,  and  we  remembered  coming 
to  Potrero  Hill  on  the  day  after  the  big 
1989  earthquake  to  visit  a  friend  on  the 
Hill  who  was  the  only  one  we  knew  who 
had  electricity.  We  came  for  a  barbeque 
and  we  could  see  all  the  way  to  downtown 
—it  was  all  dark." 

By  profession  a  jewelry  designer  who 
has  received  numerous  awards  for  his 
work,  Abrasha's  path  to  exhibition  in  the 
Smithsonian  began  when  he  met  Kenneth 
Trapp.  then  a  curator  at  the  Oakland 
Museum,  which  was  exhibiting  a  piece 
of  Abrasha's  at  a  jewelry  show  there. 
Trapp  subsequently  served  on  the  advisory 
board  of  the  San  Francisco  Jewish  Mu- 
seum's 199.5  show,  "Light  Interpretations: 
A  Hanukah  Menorah  Invitational,"  and 
urged  Abrasha  to  create  6  menorah  for 
that  show. 


Since  his  debut  as  a  menorah-maker 
at  age  six.  Abrasha  had  made  only  one 
other  Hanukah  candelabra,  in  1977.  when 
he  first  came  to  the  U.S.  "1  didn't  have 
a  menorah,  so  I  made  one."  he  recalls. 
"I  first  looked  for  the  sort  of  candles  I 
wanted  to  burn,  hoping  to  find  white 
ones  like  1  was  used  to.  The  closest 
thing  1  could  find  were  household  emer- 
gency candles.  They  were  so  big  that 
they  ended  up  being  too  close  to  each 
other  and  they  started  to  melt." 

When  Abrasha  set  out  to  make  his 
third  menorah  for  the  Jewish  Museum 
exhibit,  he  wanted  to  make  it  tradition- 
ally correct,  so  he  went  to  the  Jewish 
Community  Library  on  14th  Avenue 
and  consulted  the  Code  of  Jewish  Law 
on  the  subject.  "One  of  the  specifi- 
cations," he  notes  ruefully,  remembering 
his  second  menorah,  "is  that  there  must 
be  sufficient  space  between  the  lights 
so  the  flames  may  not  merge  and  re- 
semble a  torch." 

(A  menorah  has  eight  lights,  and  one 
"shammas,"  which  lights  the  others.  The 
number  commemorates  the  eight  nights 
one  small  vial  of  oil  lasted  during  the 
revolt  of  the  Maccabees  for  religious 
freedom.) 

Abrasha  first  conceived  of  a  linear 
menorah,  with  lights  in  a  row,  but  his 
wife  Maria  urged  him  to  "make  it  more 
playful."  he  recalls.  The  final  design 
"is  flexible  —  it  articulates  and  can 
change  configuration;  it  can  make  lite- 
rally hundreds  of  different  configura- 
tions." It  took  him  300  hours  to  make 
the  menorah,  with  his  research,  design, 
and  "bench  time  of  173i  hours,"  (De- 
signs of  his  menorah's  various  confi- 
gurations look  for  all  the  world  like 
diagrams  of  chemical  molecules.) 

After  Abrasha  submitted  his  piece  to 
the  Jewish  Museum  exhibit,  Oakland 
Museum  curator  Trapp  moved  to  the 
nation's  capital  to  become  curator  at 
the  Renwick  Gallery  of  the  National

Museum  of  American  Art  at  the  Smith- 
sonian Institution.  Trapp  then  purchased 
for  the  Renwick  the  menorah  that  Abra- 
sha had  made  for  the  San  Francisco 
exhibit. 

"I  had  three  trees  planted  in  his  honor, 
because  he  is  connected  to  three  of  my 
exhibitions,"  Abrasha  notes,  pointing  out 
that  tree-planting  is  a  traditional  way 
to  honor  people  in  his  native  Holland. 

He  has  made  mezuzahs  —  doorpost 
prayer-cases  —  and  incorporates  other 
themes  of  heritage  and  remembrance 
in  other  work,  but  Abrasha  is  best  known 
as  a  jewelry  designer.  As  he  is  a  self- 
described  purist  about  his  menorah

(seeking  natural  cotton  wicks  to  burn 
the  traditional  olive  oil,  for  example), 
he  is  likewise  a  purist  about  his  jewelry. 

"I  use  pure  form  and  pure  materials  — 
gold,  platinum  and  diamonds,"  he  notes. 
"1  create  jewelry  from  unexpected 
combinations  of  precious  and  non- 
precious  materials  in  forms  well 
beyond  traditional  jewelry  concepts." 
He  worked  and  studied  with  Prof.  Klaus 
Ullrich,  one  of  Germany's  leading 
jewelry  artists,  and  also  cites  as  influen- 
ces the  Bauhaus  movement  and  Japanese 
design,  "both  of  which  share  a  strong 
sense  of  simplicity." 

Many  of  his  designs  incorporate  rivets, 
which,  Abrasha  points  out.  "are  often 
slightly  irregular  in  shape  and  location, 
which  contrasts  with  the  strong  geo- 
metry of  the  rest  of  the  designs."
